Called  "Leisure  Learning",  non-credit  night  courses  are  being  offered 
for  the  first  time  to  students  and  others  in  the  community,  regardless  of  age  or 
sex.  The  opening  four-week  program  was  from  February  13  to  March  10;  second  ses- 
sion is  from  March  27  to  April  21.  Seventeen  non-credit  courses  each  term  in- 
cluded such  topics  as  "Spanish  or  French  or  German  for  Travellers",  "Furniture 
Refinishing",  "Photography",  "American  Folklore",  "Business  Letter  Writing",  and 
"Science  Hobbies  for  your  Children".  Fees  ranged  from  $20  to  $^t0.

"The  Company"  Makes  Student  Services  Available 

The  Office  of  Student  Affairs  has  organized  The  Company  to  aid 
Wesleyan  students  in  finding  a market  for  special  skills  and  talents  they  pos- 
sess. Employment  opportunities  such  as  typing,  baby  sitting,  sitting  with  the 
elderly,  tutoring,  or  teaching  in  a specialized  area  are  offered  to  students, 
on  campus  and  off.  Interested  workers  may  go  to  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs 
and  fill  out  a business-like  contract  with  the  Company,  who  will  then  advertise 
services  available  to  public  and  private  schools  and  other  interested  persons. 
The  Office  of  Student  Affairs  receives  calls  and  schedules  work,  preferably  on 
campus,  for  the  contractee.  All  fees  and  charges  are  standard,  says  Dean  Joyce 
Schafer,  whose  office  is  in  charge  of  the  project.  The  Company  receives  10^ 
of  monies  earned,  to  cover  bookkeeping  and  advertising  expenses.  Any  profits 
will  be  shared  with  contractees.  The  Company  is  a central  clearing  house  and 
contact  for  interested  persons,  but  students  who  wish  to  set  up  jobs  independ- 
ently are  free  to  do  so.  An  example  of  an  arrangement  worked  out  for  a student 
who  wanted  to  teach  swimming.  She  was  allowed  to  use  the  Wesleyan  pool  after 
The  Company  lined  up  her  classes. 


Set  up  Talent  Bank  for  Community 

A Talent  Bank  composed  of  gifted  faculty  and  students  has  been 
organized  under  the  direction  of  Cynthia  McMullen,  Director  of  Information 
Services  for  the  College.  Musical  programs  available  include  the  Glee  Club, 
directed  by  Dr.  Sylvia  Ross;  the  Wesleyannes,  directed  by  Carol  Thurman;  the 
Washboard  Band;  and  the  Ebony  Gospel  Singers,  who  specalize  in  black  gospel 
and  folk  songs,  and  other  singers  and  instrumentalists.  Some  students  can 
present  travel  talks,  sewing  displays,  and  cooking  demonstrations;  faculty  ex- 
perts are  available  for  lectures,  slide  and  film  presentations.  Subjects  like 
money  management,  goa 1 -sett i ng , meteorology,  decision-making,  traveling,  and 
others  offer  a wide  range  of  interest.  Civic  organizations,  churches,  and 
schools  are  encouraged  to  call  upon  Wesleyan,  through  the  Talent  Bank,  when 
planning  programs.  Members  of  the  Bank  contribute  their  talent  for  the  better- 
ment of  Wesleyan.
